BATTLE OF THE BALLOTS. 


Politicians Mystified by Yaried Antag­ 
onizing Local Interests. 


OLD VIRGINIA GOES DEMOCRATIC. 


Large Dem ocratic Gains in Ohio 
and New York—M ahone Claims 
Frand at the Polls. 


[SPBCIAL DISPATCHES TO THE RBOORD-UNION.] 


MASSACHUSETTS. 
B oston, November 5th.—The election 
was for Governor and other State officials 
and the Legislature. To-day’s experience 
seemed to prove beyond a doubt the suc­ 
cess of the Australian system of voting. 
Testimony from all sections of the State is 
almost nnanimous in its praise. In this 
city the voting places presented a remark­ 
ably qniet appearance, in marked contrast 
with those usQally witnessed, while voters 
expressed pleasure at being able to vote 
without the usual solicitation in the inter­ 
est of one candidate, or of any ward officers. 
They were also delighted at being able to 
attend to their duties without being dis­ 
turbed with the customary turmoil and dis­ 
turbance outside the rail. 
Returns from all over the State indicate a 
quiet election and a light vote. Brackett, 
the Republican candidate for Governor, is 
elected by probably 15,000 majority over 
Russell, the Democratic candidate. The 
Legislature is Republican as well. 
Boston, November 5th.—Two hundred 
and eighty-five precincts in Boston give 
Russell 27,908 and Brackett 22,810. Only 
one precinct is now lacking. This shows a 
decrease in the Democratic plurality over 
1887 of about 200 and a decrease in Rus­ 
sell’s plurality over last year of about 3,800. 
Boston, November 5th.—One hundred 
towns outside of Boston give Brackett 16,­ 
558, Russell 10,912, Blackmer 2,191. In 
1887 the same towns gave Ames 18,824, 
Lovenng 11,062. 
One hundred and ninety-seven towns 
and cities give Brackett 34,076, Russell 27,­ 
209. The same towns in 1887 gave Ames 
23,215 and Lovering 17,431. 
New Y ork, November 5th.—The Press 
says the Democrats concede Massachusetts 
to the Republicans by 20,000 majority. 
Boston, November 6th.—1 a. m.—Re­ 
turns are coming in slowly. Brackett is 
undoubtedly elected Governor, but even 
the Republicans concede that his plurality 
will be small. 
NEW YORK. 
N ew Y ork, November 5th.—Amos P. 
Cummings (Dem.) is elected to Congress 
from the Ninth District to fill the vacancy 
caused by the death of Sunset Cox. His 
majority is over 15,000. He bad almost a 
walk-over. 
New Y ork, November 5th.—Nine hun­ 
dred and eighty-six election districts in 
New York State, outside of New York city 
and Brooklyn, give llice 143,512, Gilbert 
174,080. The same districts in 1887 gave 
Cook 142,850 and Grant 166,483. 
A lbany, November 5th.—The Republi­ 
cans claim the State by 5,000 majority. 
B ro o k ly n , November 5th.—The election 
in Brooklyn passed off quietly. The Dem­ 
ocrats carried two out of three Senatorial 
districts and ten out of twelve of the As­ 
sembly districts, and elected the Mayor and 
city and county ticket and fifteen Alder­ 
men. 
New Y ork, November 5th.—New York 
city gives Rice 129.091, Gilbert 60,722. 
Wemple 126,247, Cook 68,602. 
Kings county complete gives Rice 69,163, 
Gilbert 58,328. 
Chapin is re-elected Mayor of Brooklyn. 
New Y ork, November 6th.—2:15 a. m — 
Returns received up to this hour indicate 
that the Democratic Stale ticket is elected 
by 10,000 majority. 
R o ch ester (N.Y.),November G:h.—Niag­ 
ara county has elected the entire Demo­ 
cratic ticket by an overwhelming majority. 
Thia is a Democratic victory in a hitherto 
Republican stronghold. 
New Y ork, November 6th.—One thou­ 
sand three hundred and forty-two election 
districts outside of New York city and 
Brooklyn give Rice 196,150, Gilbert 230,­ 
103. The same districts in 1887 gave Cook 
191,069, Grant 219,218. 


NEW .JERSEY. 
Je rse y C ity, November 5th.—The re­ 
turns are coming in slowly and figures in 
most cases are not to be obtained to-night. 
There is every indication of a sweeping 
Democratic victory. 
T ren to n (N. J.). November 5th.—Abbett 
(Democrat) is elected Governor, probably, 
oy 5,000 majority. Grubb, the Republican, 
ran behind bis ticket, owiDg to the opposi­ 
tion to the liquor interest. The vote cast 
throughout the State was unusually heavy. 
There are probably extensive Democratic 
gains. The Democrats lose the Senate by 
a close vote, but continue to hold ou to the 
Assembly. 
____________ 
P KNNSYLVAN LA. 
P h ilad e lp h ia , November 5th.—The only 
State officer voted for in Pennsylvania to­ 
day was State Treasurer. The candidates 
were Henry K. Boyer (Republican), El- 
ward A. Bigler (Democrat), and JamesK. 
JohDaon (Prohibitionist). A light vote was 
cast, very little interest being manifested, 
the election of Boyer by a decided majority 
being a foregone conclusion. 
Hart, the Republican for State Treasurer 
in 1887, had a plurality of 45.245, and the 
returns from 27 counties. ¡Deluding Phila­ 
delphia. received up to 11 p. m., show a net 
Republican gain over 1887 of about 25,000. 
Boier a plurality will surely exceed 60,000. 
H a rrisb u ro , November 5th.—There is 
little excitement over tbe election, becau«e 
the only officer voted for was State Treas­ 
urer. Boyer, the Republican candidate, 
has a majority of 60,000. The vote was 
very light, compared to previous years. 
The Republicans made a gain of nearly 
25,000 over tbe vote of two years ago. 
P h ila d e lp h ia , NovemberGth—12:30 a. x. 
Returns from 57 of the 67 counties in tbe 
State, and including Philadelphia and 
Alleghany counties, show a plorality for 
Boyer, the Republican for State Treasurer, 
of 62,115 over Bigler. Boyer's plurality in 
the State will be about 60,000, 


OH IO. 
C incinnati, November 5!h.—One hun­ 
dred and one of 170 precincts in the city 
give Campbell a plurality of 2,610. This 
indicates for the city and connty a majority 
for Campbell of 4,386, which will he a 
Democratic gain in Hamilton county of 
11,500. This would leave little over 12.000 
in other portions of the State to be over­ 
come by Campbell. 
C lev elan d , November 5th.—The first 
Cleveland precincts from which reports 
were received showed that while Foraker 
ran behind his ticket he made a gain over 
the vote cast for him two years ago. At 
11:30 o’clock the indications were good for 
a Republican plurality in Cayugha county 
of from 3,000 to 3,500. 
C incinnati, November 5th.—Six hun­ 
dred and nine precincts in the State give 
Foraker 92,493, Cambell 88,624. 
C lev elan d , November 6th.—At 12:30 A. 
m. the ReDublicans are positive of having 
tue Legislature, which, if true, means a 
Republican United States Senator instead 
of H. B. Payne. In the Western Reserve tbe 
Republicans have eained in almost every 
county, and if Foraker is defeated the 
southern end cf the State did it. 
C incinnati, November 5th.—The less by 
Foraker of Hamilton county, which gave 
him a plurality ot nearly 7,000 two years 
ago. has been largely effected by tbe de­ 
tection in the German Republican wards. 


The losses in single precincts íd some of 
these wards amounts to more than 200 
votes This result was not anticipated by 
the Republicans. While the losses of For­ 
aker were not coDfiued to these wards they 
are ranch more marked than in other 
portions of the city. 
Returns also show that especially in the 
German wards the head of the ticket was a 
thing most severely hit by the Republican 
scratchers. 
The estimate at midnight is that Camp­ 
bell will carry Hamilton county by over 
6 000. Four hundred and sixty-three pre­ 
cincts in Ohio ou'side of Hamilton countv 
give Foraker 66 976, Campbell 63.18Í, 
Helwig 3,534.

As to the 
Legislature he is in doubt. He thinks, 
however, it may be Democratic on joint 
ballot. The entire Legislative ticket of 
Hamilton county is claimed by the Demo­ 
crats. and gains are claimed elsewhere. 
Ex-Chairman Cappellor of the Republican 
Committee feels confident that Foraker is 
elected. He does not concede Hamilton 
county to the Democrats by more than 
4 000 votes, and says that the Democratic 
gains elsewhere in the State must average 
five and a half votes to the precinct to elect 
Campbell. He is sure the Republicans 
will gain in the country districts. The Re­ 
publicans claim they have the Legislature 
surely. 
Columbus, November 6lh—1:39 a. m.— 
Later returns seem to assure a Republican 
majority in the Legislature on joint ballot. 
Tbe Republican State Committee has closed 
its figures and issued the following: The 
Republican State Executive Committee 
claims the Legislative and State ticket, ex­ 
cept Governor Foraker, who is in doubt, 
if the Republican counties in the Western 
Reserve and other parts of the State hold 
up to expectations, Foraker will pall 
through by a small majority. 


MARYLAND. 
B altim ore, November 5th.—Shortly be­ 
fore the polls closed in the first precinct of 
the Fifteenth Ward a fight took place be­ 
tween John Apple, a Fustonist ticket- 
bolder, and William Driscoll, the latter a 
Democrat. Apple was knocked down and 
kicked in the head and was dead when 
picked up. 
Driscoil is held for murder. There were 
several other assaults, but none of a serious 
nature 
At 10:35 p. M. partial returns to the Sun 
from the city and connties indicate that 
Baughman (Dem.) is re-elected State 
Comptroller by about 11,000 majority, a 
gain of 2,000 on his former vote. 
B altim ore, November 5th.—The vote in 
Maryland is very heavy. The returns in­ 
dicate Baughman’s (Dem.) majority for 
Controller at 10,000, of which be receives 
6,000 in Baltimore. The Legislature is 
largely Democratic. David (Dem.), for 
Mayor of Baltimore, is elected by 25,000 
plurality. 
B altim ore, November 5th.—The Dem­ 
ocrats have elected their city ticket, in 
the State the Democrats have generally 
been victorious. The Republicans gain 
half a dozen Legislators, but tbe Democrats 
still have a majority in both Houses. 
F re d e ric k (Md ), November 5th.—An 
election riot occurred at Wood-boro Dis­ 
trict in this county this afternoon. A 
connty constable was shot, the judges 
driven from the room and the ballot-box 
was taken. The opposing factions arrayed 
themselves on each side of the road and 
fired on each other. A Sheriff’s posse left 
lor the scene of the trouble. 
V IRG INIA. 
A le x an d ria (Va ), November 5th.—Col­ 
onel Gordon, Chairman of the 8tate Dem­ 
ocratic Central Committee, estimates their 
mtjoritv at over 25.000, with a fair pros­ 
pect of its being largely increased. The 
Legislature is over two-thirds Democratic. 
W ashington, November 5th.—General 
Mahone to-day sent the following telegiam 
to the Washington Post: Rev. H. W. 
Dickerson, a colored minister, who lately 
has been denied the right to preach at the 
colored lunatic asylum because he chooses 
to be a Republican and support tbe Repub­ 
lican ticket, went this morning to his poll­ 
ing place at 7 o’clock to vote, and while 
three Democrats and one Republican were 
permitted to vote, he was unable to get his 
ballot in until 12:10, it taking just five 
hours and ten minutes to get his ballot into 
the hands of the judges. 
This is the same precinct (the Sixth 
Ward) in Petersburg in which at the late 
Presidential election, by a purposely dila­ 
tory process of election by the judges—and 
they are the same now—two hundred and 
odd votes were shut out. This fraud upon 
the voters in that precinct is still going on, 
there being over 200 voters now (3 o’clock) 
at the polls, many of whom have been 
there since 7 o’clock. 
N o rfo lk (Va.), November 5th.—The 
e'ection in this district passed off quietly 
except in the district in Norfolk county. 
In one precinct the Judges asked the au­ 
thorities for protection, and the distnrbance 
was quieted without further trouble. At 
Glebis precinct, in the same county, the 
negroes attempted to break into the polling 
place, when a pistol was fired and trouble 
seemed imminent. The election officers 
kept cool, and the authorities soon had the 
mob under control. The shot fired struck 
a colored man in the crowd, but it is not 
believed to be fatal. 
Richm ond (Va.), November 5th.—Massey. 
the Washington correspondent of the Cin­ 
cinnati Commercial-Gazette, was severely 
beaten here by a Democratic lawyer, for 
interfering with the election in attempting 
to incite negroes to protest against tbe man­ 
ner in which he thought they were being 
abut ont from the polis. 
P e te r s b u r g . November 5th.—This city, 
the home of Mahone, gives McKinney 446 
majority. Mahone is probably defeated by 
a decisive msjority. 
A l e x a n d r i a (Va ), November 5th.—Re­ 
turns to the State Central Committee indi­ 
cate an overwhelming Democratic victory. 
Senator Barbour claims McKinney’s elec­ 
tion by 25,000 majority. The returns show 
Mahone was scratched to a great extent by 
the colored voters. 
P etersb u rg (Va ), November 5th.—Dur­ 
ing the celebration of the Democratic vic­ 
tory in this city one of a party of young 
meD who were firing off rockets in from of 
General Mahone’a residence was struck in 
the hreíst by a ballet fired from the Gen­ 
eral’s yard Tbe yonng man’s name is 
Hobart Harrison. It is charged by some 
that the shot was fired by Mahone. 
P e t e r s b u r g (Va.), November 5th.—Gen­ 
eral Mahone was arrested to-night, charged 
with shooting Herbert Harrison, who with 
a number of companions was sending off 
fireworks in front of Mabone’s residence. 
Mahone is now at the station-house and 
Mayor Colier is investigating the esse. 
General Mahone denies having fired the 
shot, or that anyone on his premises fired 
it. Harrison is not seriously wounded. 
A le x an d ria (Va), November 5th.—At 
1:30 a. m. the State Democratic Committee 
estimate McKinney’s majority at 30,000.

PE R L ’S RONDS. 
A D ocum ent of the Higlient Im portance 
—£56,000,000 Involved. 
N ew Y o rk , November 5th.—Within a 
few days there will arrive in London a 
document of the highest importance. It 
represents the negotiations of four years 
between the owners of £56 000,000 of Peru­ 
vian bonds on one hand and the Republic 
of Peru on the other, to briDg about an ad­ 
justment of differences. It contains a set­ 
tlement of thesedifferences. By its provis­ 
ions the owners of the £56 900,000 in bonds 
relinquish their securities as a claim on 
Peru in return for a contract, to last sixty- 
six years, whereby the interests ot all the 
guano deposits not now owned by Chile, 
and extensive concessions of land, said to 
be in the neighborhood of 4 000,000 acres, 
and the payment of £80.000 annually by 
the Custom House at Callao, are turned 
over to the representatives of English 
bondholders. These representatives are to 
develop mines and guano deposits, improve 
lands and develop snd improve railroads. 
It will require $30,000,000 to put the rail­ 
roads in first-class shape. 


TI1E MACKAY FAM ILY. 
M rs. M ackay Does N ot C are to Live on 
the Pacific Coast. 
New Y ork, November 5th.—John W. 
Mackay has sailed fur Europe and will 
spend Christmas with his family in London. 
He will probably not retnrn here until the 
middle of January. He found that his af 
fairs in California were in such shape that 
they required no attention from him, and 
as the cable matters in New York were go­ 
ing smoothly under the direction of Vice­ 
President DeCastro, there seemed to be no 
reason why he could not take this vacation.

"VALE," SUTTEE'S F0ET. 


An order han been passed by the Trus­ 
tees of this city, which, if carried into 
eSect, as we believe it will be, will work 
th e demolition of all th at remains of the 
buildings th at once stood w ithin the pal­ 
isades of Sutter’s Fort. 
T he order directs 
th a t the streets be opened through the 
property. 
Not only will the last remain­ 
ing relic of the historic spot be thus ob­ 
literated, since a street line cuts through 
-t, hut the plat will be divided into small 
parcels and its identity lost to history and 
to human interest. 
The inquiry naturally arises why this 
m ust be ? 
T he reply is simple and direct 
—because a dog-in-the-manger policy is 
pursued by the owner of the property. H e 
cannot or will not him self eat hay, and 
will not perm it the ox to have his fodder. 
H e is a non-resident of the c ity ; he does 
not occupy the property; he derives no 
rental from it, unless a meager pasturage 
pays him a small su m ; he will not name 
his price, and sell to those who wish to re­ 
store the fort and convert the plat into a 
park ; he has no sentim ent in his soul; he 
is indifferent to the ordinary courtesies of 
life, since he will not respect the universal 
desire of the people of California to save 
as a reserve the spot of ground, only a few 
feet square, around which club ter such 
precious memories. 
I t would seem as if 
he were bent upon proving how much he 
can offend the people of the State. 
Had 
he the ordinary drop of the m ilk of human 
kindness in his composition he would 
name his price, and give the Pioneers and 
the Native Sons and other public-spirited 
citizens moving in the m atter an oppor­ 
tunity to purchase the property. 
If all appeals to the ow ner fail, if he 
remains deaf to the hundreds of requests 
th at have been made, and still refuses to 
name his price, we propose, when the 
streets are cut through—and the R ecord- 


U n io n will guarantee th at the money wall 
be raised for the purpose— th at at the in­ 
tersection of the highways there shall be 
planted a simple enduring stone, to mark 
th e spot where John A. Sutter raised the 
A m erican flag, and gave shelter to the 
early pioneers of California. 
And th at on 
the stone there be inscribed the fact th at a 
certain citizen of Chicago— naming him — 
stubbornly refused to sell the historic spot 
to the people for a reserve at any price, 
and th at all th at rem ained to Californians 
to do was to explain to wondering genera­ 
tions to come why it was th at they had 
allowed the property to be blotted out, 
practically. 
I t is inconceivable w hat kind of a spirit 
anim ates the owner. 
H e cannot live in 
the hope of receiving a fabulous sum for 
th e property, since the city could con­ 
demn the plat for a park, and take it at 
m arket valuation. 
H e cannot hope to 
m ake more out of the land by sale of lots 
when the streets are cut through, for he 
can probably now have such a sum as he 
would realize from th at speculation after 
the lots on the north were filled. 
H e has 
not tested the m atter, since he has re­ 
fused to name any price. 
P So the streets are to be opened through 
th i ee weeks hence, and the bells are to be 
tolled, and the people are to hang their 
heads in shame, 
th at after they had 
reached the point of action a non-resident 
property owner has been able to defeat 
cherished plans and hopes. 
B ut if this 
m ust be let us ascertain if the owner will 
not graciously perm it the suggestion of 
M r. Eitel to be carried out, which is de­ 
tailed in another column, to wit, th at the 
few remaining adobe bricks be removed 
and the old s ore house th at sheltered the 
pioneer h earts; of the early days be re­ 
erected in some ; x>t set aside for the pur­ 
pose. 
If neithei of the street railway 
companies would t o this as a m atter of 
self-interest, then tk> Museum Association, 
th e only public society we have interesting 
itself in historic e je c tio n s, could cer­ 
tainly undertake the u sk, and its Board 
of Directors would certainly have no dif­ 
ficulty in raising the means to th at end. 
But who knows that the am iable Mr. 
M errill will permit the people of the city 
to even purchase, much less freely take 
th e few clods of sun dried adobe th at re­ 
m ain of Sutter’s Fort. 


A citizen of Oakland has sent to Mr. 
M arline a check for $59 t« he applied to 
th e fund for the purchase of th e p*ropertv. 
It is to be returned, of course, and all 
other philanthropic people may thereby 
take notice th at they must consult the 
friend of California in Chicago before 
manifesting their interest in the preserva­ 
tion of any historic spot in which he may 
have realty interests.

T his is 
exactly logical, for however honest a man 
may be, if he is not capable, his honesty 
would avail nothing ; having the requisite 
capability, superadd honesty, and the right 
is assumed. 
Mr. M izner is an obscure lawyer from 
an obscure interior town. 
Being the ac­ 
credited M inister to the States of Central 
America, upon his arrival at Costa Rica, 
M inister M izner made a speech. 
H e ap­ 
pears to have been intent upon carrying 
for some political purpose the States of 
Central America. 
T he tone of his speech 
resembles th at of a Solano county stump 
orator, who is intent upon carrying one 
township 
at 
least. 
Speaking at Rio 
Vista, he is very solicitous concerning the 
fishery interests; at Vallejo, he is thor­ 
oughly earnest in securing additional ap* 
propriations for the navy y a rd ; at Vaca­ 
ville, the fruit interest is the one interest 
upon which a great commonwealth can be 
founded. 
■ 
M inister Mizner, finding himself in the 
Central American States, advised a closer 
unity of those States. 
H e represents the 
U nited States’ interests, but it is impos­ 
sible for the novice to keep w ithin the 
lim its of his jurisdiction, and so the new 
M inister decided that he would discuss 
Central American politics. 
H e says: 
“A 
strong Federal Government is your only 
salvation. 
Colombia is massing her troops 
on the southern border of Costa Rica- 
Mexico lias a covetous eye on Guatemala. 
I t will only be a short time before Colom­ 
bia will seek to seize yonr State and M ex­ 
ico will seize Guatem ala. 
Central A m eri­ 
ca will be blotted from the map of inde­ 
pendence, and her identity sunk in th at of 
Colombia and Mexico. 
T he time is draw­ 
ing near, and only the most energetic ac­ 
tion in the federation of Central America 
can save your freedom.” 
From the above quotation it would ap­ 
pear th at Mr. M izuer lost his commission 
between San Francisco and Costa R ica; 
had mislaid his instructions from the State 
Departm ent, and instead of representing 
the U nited States as M inister to the Cen­ 
tral American States, he concluded that 
he had been sent down for the purpose of 
directing the political movements of th at 
country. 
Hence he calls upon them to 
make the m06t energetic action in federa­ 
tion. 
As the representative of the U nited 
States, he says Mexico will seize G uate­ 
mala and Colombia will seize Costa Rica. 
To prevent these seizures and to prevent 
Central America from being blotted from 
the map of independence, he puts him self 
at the head of political movements in the 
Central American States, and advises a 
closer federation of those States. 
In the meantim e we would like to under­ 
stand more clearly w hat map is referred to 
as the "m ap of independence.” 
W e have 
seen maps of N orth America, upon which 
we have seen 
delineated the Central 
American 
States. 
W e have, however, 
never been so fortunate as to meet with 
the publication called the “ map of inde­ 
pendence.” 
Perhaps the M inister was in­ 
dulging in rhetoric at the expense of com­ 
mon sense geography, as he was indulging 
in bombast at the expense of good diplo­ 
macy.

AN HEIRLOOM. 


IV. P . E ld re d 's S u it to R e c o v e r I t F ro m 
F o re ig n H a n d s. 
On New Y ear’s Day, 1882, the late Hod 
Eldred, then the popular proprietor of the 
State Honse Hotel, was presented by many 
friends (Judge Buckley m aking the pre­ 
sentation speech) with an elegant orna­ 
m ental 9ilver-plated tray, suitable as a cen- 
ter-piece for a bar. The tray bears the 
following inscription : 
"To H. Eldred, bv 
his m anv Sacramento friends, New Year 
Day, 1882 ” 
It will no doubt surprise m any of the 
friends who presented Mr. Eldred with the 
tray as a token of esteem in which he was 
held to know that it now ornam ents the 
bar of the Lafayette saloon, kept by Fred. 
Gibson. After Mr. Eldred died and his 
property was distributed, the tray included 
that share of the estate which was given to 
deceased’s sod, W. P. Eldred. Subsequently 
the latter let H enry Barzoni, who kept a 
saloon in this city, have the bar-piece, with 
the understanding that it was not to be a 
gift. 
Barzoni was indebted to Fred. Gib­ 
son, and the latter attached Barzoni’s sa­ 
loon. At the sale Gibson bought in the 
tray, and says he paid $15 for it. 
Eldred demanded the return of the prop­ 
erty, on the ground that it was not Bar- 
zoni's, but that it was simply loaned to 
him 
Gibson refused to give up the trsv, 
and Eldred brought a suit in replevin for 
its possession. 
The m atter came up before Judge Baker 
yesterday. Judge Davis was the attorney 
for Eldred, and the fitm of Johnson, Jo h n ­ 
son & Johnson appeared for Gibson. 
Judge Buckley was a witness for Eldred, 
and told of the presentation, and what a 
good time followed when Hod Eldred re­ 
covered from his surprise. 
The Court took the m atter under advise­ 
ment. 
It is alleged in the complaint that 
the tray is worth $83, but Gibson prizes it 
at $200, and declares that before he will 
subm it to giving it up he will appeal to the 
higher Courts.

State Librarian W allis has ju st received 
from England twenty-four large foreign 
maps of Asia, Argentine Republic, Austria- 
H ungary, Australia, 
Africa, Abysinnia, 
Belgium, Europe, England and Wales, 
Greece, France, German Empire, Ireland, 
Italy, India, Japan, New Zealand, Russia 
in ¡Europe, Switzerland, Scotland, Sweden, 
Denm ark and Norway. Spain and Portu­ 
gal, South America and the Turkish Em­ 
pire in Asia. These maps are superior in 
every respect to those published in this 
country. 
All the rivers, lakes, railroad 
lines, small villages, etc., are plainly given. 
The Library has also succeeded, after 
several years' search, in adding to its col­ 
lection two valuable publications—a com­ 
plete set of "Camden’s Society," from the 
commencement to date, 148 volumes, and 
the "Early English Text Society," of 91 
volumes. The former are reprints of ex­ 
ceedingly rare and carious books and pub­ 
lications of unedited manuscripts, etc., 
with copious introductions and notes. 
The latter publications comprise a series 
of early English texts, especially those re­ 
lating "to Km g A rthur. Some of these 
have been printed for the first tim e from 
m annscript, and others re edited from the 
m anuscript from which they were origi­ 
nally printed, or from earlier manuscripts, 
when such are known to exist. 
The printers are progressing with the 
cataloeue nicely. 
Five hundred pages are 
printed and the letter "H " not yet com­ 
pleted, and it will make a volume of about 
1 200 pages. 
The Library now contains 
75,000 volumes.

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T H E STONECUTTERS. 


C o m m issio n e r Tobin*» In q u ir y I n to th e 
C a u se s o f th e R e c e n t S trik e . 
On Monday last the Governor requested 
Labor Commissioner Tobin to investigate 
the circumstances connected with the re­ 
cent strike of stonecutters employed in the 
Capitol grounds. Mr. Tobin came at once 
to this city, and proceeded with the in­ 
quiry. 
Yesterday he submitted the fol­ 
lowing report as the result thereof: 
Sacbahento, Novem ber 5th. 
Hon. R. tr. Waterman, Governor of California— 
Sib : In accordance w ith your instructions of 
th e 4th inst., I proceeded to investigate the 
causes w hich led to the suspension of w ork by 
th e stonecutters em ployed 
on 
th e Capitol 
grounds, and found them to be as follows : 
It appears th at the Corresponding Secretary of 
th e Stonecutters' Union of San Francisco lodged 
a com plaint at the headquarters o f the Stone­ 
cutters’ N ational Union at Barre, Vt., stating 
th a t the stonecutters in Sacram ento were cu t­ 
tin g convict labor quarried stone. 
In m aking such a com plaint th e Secretary 
acted entirely on his own responsibility, as he 
was not instructed so to do by his Union 
The Sacram ento Union thereupon received in ­ 
structions from headquarters th a t it was in vio­ 
lation of the laws o f th e N ational Union to cut 
such stone, and in obedience to said laws, w hich 
they h ad pledged them selves to obey, th e stone­ 
cutters em ployed on th e Capitol grounds sus­ 
pended work. Im m ediately afterw ards they 
forwarded a rem onstrance to headquarters, to 
th e edeet th a t they did not consider th a t they 
w ere violating th e law s of th e Union, because 
th e stone furnished by th e State Prison at Fol­ 
som was not quarried u n d er th e contract sys­ 
tem . 
T he State itself furnished th e rough m aterial, 
and u nder the law by w hich the im provem ents 
on the Capitol grounds were authorized, it was 
expressly provided th a t the m aterial to be used 
w as th a t quarried a t the Folsom prison. The 
m en w ho had suspended work appointed a com ­ 
m ittee to go to San Francisco an d confer w ith 
th e branca in th at city, in order th a t objections 
to th eir resnm ing w ork m ight be w ithdraw n. The 
Superintendent of the work, J. Carroll, accom ­ 
panied the com m ittee, w ho w ere successful in 
th e ir m ission. 
The Unions at San Francisco and R ocklin sus­ 
tained th e Sacram ento Union in th e position it 
had taken, of its right to resum e w ork consist­ 
ently w ith the laws o f th e N ational Union, and 
th e result was th a t a telegram was received 
from the officers o f said Union, authorizing tha 
m en w ho had suspended to resu r e work. Ac­ 
cordingly, th e stonecutters resum ed work at the 
usual h o u r this m orning, Tuesday. Novem­ 
ber 5th. 
From a report oi the facts subm itted to me on 
th e part of th e Sacram ento Union, duly signed 
by its P resident an d Secretary, and from care­ 
ful inquiry am oog those cognizant of all the 
facts in the premises, I feel convinced th a t the 
m en w ho suspended work did so reluctantly and 
from a high sense of duty to the officers and ob­ 
ligation to th e law s of th eir National Union, 
They lost no tim e in placing th e exact condition 
of affairs in a proper light before the higher au­ 
thorities in the Union, and w hen they gained 
th eir point of contention resum ed w ork prom pt­ 
ly. In m y intercourse w ith the m en I was 
treated w ith due courtesy an d consideration.

BOARD OF SU PERVISORS, 


L e n g th y D iscu ssio n O v e r th e P ro p o se d

At the meeting of the Board of Super­ 
visors yesterday, Chairman Tebbets re- 
■ minded the Board that the county license 
rate had not yet been fixed and suggested 
that something should be done in that di­ 
rection as soon as possible. Some discus­ 
sion was had on the subject and it was 
finally postponed until some future meet­ 
ing.

District Attorney Bruner appeared before 
the Board, and, in answer to iDqniries from 
the members, gave it as bis opinion that 
the demand of the Road Overseers for $3 
per diem was legal and proper. 
At the afternoon session the matter of 
the petition of McMillan brothers and 
others for a new road in Road District No. 
3, was considered at length. Several farm­ 
ers who own land through which the pro- 
S 
oaed road passes appeared before the 
oard and opposed the proposition. They 
claimed that although the new road would 
be a great convenience it wonld so cut up 
^their farms that it would do more harm 
''than good. They said they would demand 
heavy damages in case it were decided to 
open the road. 
The matter was discussed 
the entire afternoon and no conclusion was 
reached.

The further examination of Ah Coy, the 
Chinese burglar, set for yesterday in the 
Police Court, was continued until to-day 
on account of the absence of witnesses for 
fibe prosecution. 
In order that Cora Mains, the fifteen- 
year-old girl who has become so trouble­ 
some, might be legally committed to the 
care of the Boys’ and Girls’ Aid Society of 
San Francisco, it was fonnd necessary to 
place a charge of vagrancy against her. To 
the charge she pleaded gnilty, and Judge 
Buckley thereupon indefinitely continued 
sentence. The girl will be taken to San 
Francisco to day. 
At his request, Charles Rodda had his 
case of vagrancy continued until to-day, 
when he will be tried. 
Thomas Elwood, who was canght in the 
act of stealing an ovescoat from the office of 
Clinton L. White, was cnarged with an at­ 
tempt to commit petit larceny. Hepleaded 
gnilty, and was sentenced to forty days in 
the Connty Jail. 
Jack Conrtney forfeited a $5 deposit for 
being drunk.

United States Chinese Interpreter Rick 
ard was here again yesterday for the pur­ 
pose of investigating the truthfulness of 
the statements made by eight Chinese 
women recently arrived, that they each 
have a husband in this city engaged in 
business. One of these women arrived in 
San Francisco on the steamer Gaelic, an­ 
other on the Belgic, and the remaining six 
on the steamer Arabic, which reached port 
a few days ago. Mr. Rickard fonnd—with 
the exception of one case, where a hus­ 
band was really interviewed — that the 
other seven cases were fraudulent. 
He 
will report the resalt of his investigation 
to the United States Court. 
Nearly all these Chinese women lately 
arriving are slavee. and imported for im 
moral purposes. Mr. Rickard left yester­ 
day afternoon for Marysville and Chico to 
investigate like cases there. 


A n U n sa tis fa c to ry S itu a tio n . 
In Judge Armstrong’s Court yesterday 
the trial of Ah Keong, charged with the 
murder of Ah Bang some months ago at 
Florin, was continued for one week on 
motion of defendant's attorney, C. N. Post. 
The latter presented an affidavit alleging 
that Ab Keong cannot understand or con­ 
verse in the English language, and that his 
countrymen refuse to aid him in any way 
—even to converse with him—and that in 
consequence he (the attorney) has been un 
able to converse fully and satisfactorily 
with his client.

The reso­ 
lutions were discussed at leDgth by several 
members, and finally amendments offered 
by Mr. Lubin were accepted and passed, 
expressing: First, the sense of the Asso­ 
ciation that the Sutter Fort tract ought to 
be purchased and preserved as a historic 
reserve ; secoDd, that the Congressional del­ 
egation from California be requested when 
they go East to appeal to theCnicago owner 
to set a fair price od the property, and con­ 
sent to sell it; third, that if the owner then 
refuses to fix a fair price that it is the BeDse 
of the Association that the property be 
taken by condemnation for a public use, 
and paid for at the condemned price. Dur­ 
ing the debate Mrs. Campbell said that if 
the Pioneers and Native Sons would not 
raise the money she believed the women of 
California wonld, as those of the Nation 
had to preserve Mount Vernon. Mr. Avery 
said he thought the property was worth 
$12,000. The Chairman said it was a mis­ 
take to suppose no earlier effort had been 
made to buy the site. A convention was 
held some years ago in Pioneer Hall, to 
which many Pioneer associations sent dele­ 
gations. and $10,000 was then guaranteed 
as a beginning, but the matter fell through. 
A resolution was passed directing that an 
invitation be extended to the deleeates to 
the National Grange to visit the Art Gal­ 
lery as a body on a day to he agreed upon, 
when the Association would receive the 
body. The President was instructed to ex­ 
tend the invitation and make the necessary 
arrangements. 
Mrs. J. W. Armstrong was 
appointed to arrange with ladies of the As­ 
sociation and of the Ladies’ Museum Asso­ 
ciation for a decorative arch of welcome ou 
the occasion referred to. 
The Chair reported that Mr. Carev re­ 
plied to inquiries made by direction of the 
Association, that if the iron could be se­ 
cured in time be would have his line of 
street railway extended to the Art Gallery 
prior to or by January 1st. 
Art Instructor Jackson, by request, ex­ 
hibited a fine example of light aud shade 
effects, worked out by one of the pupils of 
the School of Design, and explained the 
method by which the effect was produced. 
The President then read a paper ordered 
at the last meeting on soil pollution by 
cesspools and the proper disposal of sew­ 
age, as treated by leading sanitary en­ 
gineers.

I.AST SAD K ITES. 


T h e F u n e ra l of th e L ate M rs. C h arles 
C ro«ker Y esterday. 
Sa s F rancisco, November 5th.—The fu­ 
neral of the late Mrs. Charles t rocker was 
held this afternoon from the First Congre­ 
gational Church. 
Before 2 o'clock, the 
tim e set for the services, the large edifice 
was crowded, and without there 
were 
throngs of people anxious to enter and 
thus honor the m em ory of the decaased. 
Am ong those in attendance were noted 
Governor W aterman and Mayor Pond, 
Senators Stanford, Hearst and Stewart, A. N. 
Towne, Stephen Gage and. the greater num ­ 
ber of the general officers of the Southern 
Pacific Company, with a great num ber of 
the old residents of San Francisco and Sac­ 
ramento. 
The elegance and great num ber of floral 
pieces contributed attracted general atten­ 
tion. They were grouped about the casket, 
below the pulpit, and arranged on the 
stairs and choir gallery. One of the most 
notable was a large cros3 of white chrys­ 
anthem um s and La France roses. Upon a 
silken scroll across it were the w ords: 
“ H er children shall ri3e up and call Her 
blessed.” This was from Mrs. Alexander. 
A beautiful pillow of roses, white carna­ 
tions and camellias was sent by Mrs. Stan­ 
ford. On it were the words: “ W hy seek 
ye the living among the dead ?” 
A high broken column of white roses 
and chrysanthemum s, draped in white, was 
contributed by the Olympic Club. A beau- 
titul emblem from Airs. 0. Livermore was 
a cbair made of pink carnations, ferns, ca­ 
mellias and roses. Very conspicuous was 
a large crown, composed almost entirely of 
yellow chrysanthemums. 
It was the trib­ 
ute of tbe Park Commissioners. The Park 
employes sent a beautiful cross of white 
and pink ri ses. 
Tbe services opened when the casket was 
borne up the central aisle. Rev. C. I). 
Barrow-. Rev. J A Benton and Rev. I. E. 
liw inell followed, Hr. Barrows reading the 
burial service from selected verses of Scrip­ 
ture. After the casket was in position at 
the front of the church, Dr. Barrows of­ 
fered prayer, and the choir then sang 
“ Rock of Ages.” 
Tbe choir Eelected for 
the occasion consisted of Mrs. M arriner- 
Campbell, soprano; Mrs. Story, contralto; 
S. P. Mayer, tenor, and W. C. Campbell. 
There was reading of 8cripture by Dr. Bar­ 
rows. and then Mrs. Campbell, by special 
request, sang H andel’s " I Know that My 
Redeemer Liveth.” 
Rev. Dr. Benton then delivered an elo­ 
quent tribute to deceased, who m any years 
ago was a member of his church in Sacra­ 
m ento, 
The many deeds of benevolence of de­ 
ceased were considered in the address, the 
speaker at the outset referring to Mrs. 
Crocker as “the foremost woman in well­ 
doing in all our land.” 
Following the ad­ 
dress was prayer by Dr. Dwinell. The 
choir sang "Sleep Thy Last Sieep," and 
then benediction was pronounced. 
The remains were taken for temporary 
interm ent to Laurel Hill Cemetery. At 
the grave the choir of the Masonic Grand 
Lodge, composed of Messrs. Ogiivie, Bas­ 
tón, Campbell and Mayer, sang “Shall We 
Meet Beyond the River” and “Thy Will 
Be Done.” 
Following were the pall-bearers : Leland 
Stanford, A. N. Towne, W. E. Brown, S. 
M. W ilson, Lorenzo Sawyer, George C. 
Perkins, R. C. W oolworth. Adam Grant, 
Creed Haymond, Irving M. Scott, W illiam 
T. Coleman, W. H. L. Barnes. 
Following them into the church were tbe 
family of deceased and their relations, Mr. 
and Mrs. W . H . Crocker, George Crocker, 
Mr. and Mrs. Clark W. Crocker, Mr. and 
Mrs. H enry J. Crocker, Charles Crocker, 
Thom as Deming, of Sacramento, brother of 
deceased, and two of the late Mrs. Crocker's 
cousins, besides other members of the 
family. 


D EA TH O F D . J . OCLLAHAN. 


T h e E x-S tate T re a su re r Q uietly P assed 
A w ay Y esterday. 
S as F basciboo, November 5th.—Ex-State 
Treasurer Dennis J. Onllahan died at the 
Occidental Hotel at 10 o’clock this m orn­ 
ing. 
He caught cold four m onths ago, jnst 
aftet the operation of lithotomy bad been 
successfully performed upon him, and has 
been confined to his bed since then. Three 
week« ago fatal sym ptoms developed, and 
his children were sent for. 
They bave 
been with him ever since, and were with 
him when he died. 
D. J. Onllahan was a native of Dublin, 
Ireland, and carne to this coast thirty-six 
years ago. During the Comstock excite­ 
m ent he went to V irginia City, Nev., but 
returning to this 8tate he took up bis home 
in Stockton in 1873, where his wife’s family 
resided. He lived IB Stockton for fourteen 
years, and then came to San Francisco, 
where he has since resided, though his 
family remained in Stockton, and he re­ 
garded that city as his home. He had en­ 
gaged in the wholesale liquor business in 
Stockton, but. in San Francisco had opened 
a real estate office, and was one of the Com­ 
missioners for the widening of Mission 
street. 
Mr. Oullaban bad been a conspicnons 
figure in State politics, being a delegate to 
nearly every 8tate Democratic Convention 
held during the last sixteen years. Gov­ 
ernor Stoneman appointed him to succeed 
W . A. January in 1884 as S'ate Treasurer, 
and a: the succeeding Convention Mr. 
Oullaban had a certainty of tbe renomina­ 
tion. but party reasons led to his withdraw­ 
ing in favor of Mr. H erolJ. the incum bent. 
H e took a leading part in that campaign 
and made an earnest but hopeless fight for 
his party, neglec'iog his own interests for 
that purpose 
The deceased married a daughter of Judge 
J. C Boyne of Stm kton. whose sister m ar­ 
ried into the Dent family, of which General 
Grant’s wife was a member, ami Mr. and 
Mrs. Onllahan were frequent visitors at the 
W hite House during their stay in W ash­ 
ington when Grant was President. 
Mrs. 
Oullaban died nine years ago. The family 
left by Mr. Onllahan’consists of two daugh­ 
ters. Missis Linda and Sadie, and three 
sons—Robert B„ Deputy State Controller; 
Alexander, a law student, and Edward, the 
youngest.

R ep o rts a M alidist 
V ictory O ver 
E m in P a s h a —T he L a tte r a P riso n er. 
London, N ovem ber 5th.—A m essage was 
received at Z anzibar yesterday from S tan ­ 
ley by the com m ittee having charge of the 
operations for the relief of D r. E m in . T he 
m essage states th a t after the retu rn from 
th e CoDgo of the expedition sent in search 
o f Colonel B artell’s caravan E m in ’s troops 
revolted. 
T he M ahdists invaded W adelai 
in force, and E m in and Jophson were 
taken prisoners on A ugust 12, 1888. 
T he 
natives joined the invaders, assisted in the 
destruction of property and m any fugitives 
were billed. 
E m in 's 8,000 follow ers pre­ 
sum ably were reduced to 800 by death, de­ 
sertion and capture. 
T o-day’s dispatches 
state th a t S tanley reached A lbert N yanza 
for th e third tim e on Ja n u a ry 18, 1889, suc­ 
coring th e survivors, and rem ained till 
M ay 18tb, w hen he started w ith the fugi­ 
tives for th e coast. 
He further says: 
"From tbe 14th of 
February to the 8th of May I waited for 
the fugitives, and then left the Albert Ny­ 
anza homeward bound. No hostile natives 
have been m et since we left Kabbarega. 
We traveled along the base of the snowy 
range Kujenzon. 
Three sides of Southern 
Nyanza or Nyanza of Unsongora, which is 
called now A lbert and Edward Nyanza, 
are about 900 feet higher than tbe Albert 
Nyanza, haviDg an exit at Semliki, which 
receives over fifty stream s from Rujenzon 
and finally enters the Albert Nyanza, m ak­ 
ing Albert and Edward Nvanza tbe source 
of the southwest branch of the W hite Nile, 
the Victoria Nyanza being the source of 
the southeast branch. 
M ackennon says the com m ittee has given 
orders th a t tbe supplies for Stanley be h u r­ 
ried to M pw apawa, and beyond there if pos­ 
sible. Stanley is expected to reach the coast 
in Jan u ary or F ebruary. 


B r u s s e l s , N ovem ber 5th.—K ing Leopold 
received a dispatch from Z anzibar which 
confirm s th e report of th e expected arrival 
of Stanley at M pw apaw a in a few days. 
M pw apawa is only 120 m iles from th e east 
coast. 
T be recent engagem ent betw een a 
section of W issm an's expedition un d er
